Where Great Battle May Decide Italy’s Fate 
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As late as last Wednesday it appeared that the Italian armies. reliving after them retreat from 
the Isonzo, would make a stand along the lower Piave Kiver and the mountains south of Asiago. Judg 


ing from dispatches received from Italy, the Italian battlefront ran along the VDiave te a point near 


Feltre, whence it swung westward to the Trentino mountain pesitrens, continuing thence across the 


Lake of (Ciarda. The Teutons had ferced crossings of the lower Piave near San Dona di Piave and ex 
- 


tablished a bridgehead on the western bank somewhat to the north of that place.
